I. Claims 20, 23 and 28-3 1, drawn to a BT14 protein, compositions comprising it, 
and a method of using to the control insects, classified in class 514, subclass 2. 

II. Claims 21-22, 24-27 and 32, drawn to a nucleic acid encoding a Btl4 protein, 
chimeric genes, plants, seeds and plant cells comprising it, and a method of using 
to control an insect, classified in class 800, subclass 302. 

The inventions are distinct, each from the other because of the following reasons: 

The inventions are independent and distinct. The first invention is distinct from the 
second invention because the former requires isolated proteins not required by the latter, while 
the latter requires isolated DNA and methods for plant transformation and regeneration not 
required by the former. Furthermore, the protein of the first invention could be made by a 
process other than the expression of the gene of the second invention, such as chemical synthesis 
or purification from the natural source, and the DNA of the second invention may be used for 
processes other than the production of protein, such as a nucleic acid hybridization assay. Lastly, 
DNA and protein differ in composition, structure and function. 

As the protein can be isolated from the natural source and characterized in detail without 
knowledge of the DNA that encodes it, as search on the protein would not necessarily find art on 
the DNA. Thus, separate searches are required. 

Because these inventions are distinct for the reasons given above and have acquired a 
separate status in the art because of their recognized divergent subject matter, fields of search, 
and classification, restriction for examination purposes as indicated is proper. 
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Applicant is advised that for the reply to this requirement to be complete must include an 
election of the invention to be examined even though the requirement be traversed (37 CFR
